HEBER CITY — A caboose is traditionally red. But 
the old caboose, now a new information center, is brilliant 
emerald green. 

“Its a new color this year — compromise green,” 
quipped Jerry Parker, Chamber of Commerce president. 

Even those who had protested putting the “caboose” 
information center on the lawn of the old Wasatch Stake 
Tabernacle chuckled appreciatively. And the dedication 
ceremony proceeded. 

Owned by Wasatch Mountain Railway, the caboose is 
loaned to the Chamber as a much needed information of- 
fice. The Chamber paid to bring an old caboose from

“We thought the idea was great . . . the caboose alone 
will stop tourists passing through, and we can tell our 
story. But some local people strongly objected to it, and it 
became a controversy. Among other things,-they objected 
to the RED color. So we painted it green. Now they say it 
makes the evergreen trees look bad,” Parker said. 

Keys to the office were presented to Jim Berry, direc- 
tor of Utah Tourist and Publicity Council (Utah Travel 
Council) and Bud Wilde, head of Mountainlands Associa- 
tion of Governments. 

“We hope the controversy will end and that this center 
will hold the tourist an extra night ... If we can hold 
them just one more night, it will mean $60 million per 
year in revenue for Utah,” Berry said. 

“And while you are at it, say a good word about Ver- 
nal. That's the good thing about saying something nice 


about your neighbor . . . sooner or later, he'll have to say ` 


something nice about you,” he added.
